No. 9 / 33 /89 -Env. II.Whereas, the Hon ble Supreme Court of India in its orders dated the 10th May , 1996 , in 
interlocutory application No. 29 in Civil Writ Petition No. 4677 of 1985- “ M.C . Mehta versus Union of India and 
Others" ordered to enforce all the recommendations of National Environmental Engineering Research Institute contained 
in para 6.1 of its report so far as the mining operations in the State of Haryana are concerned ; 

And , whereas, under item 6.1.3 of National Environmental Engineering Research Institute Report, Hon ble 
SupremeCourt directed that all the mine lease holders need to prepare detailed mining plan and obtain approval before 
actuaimining operations are initiated ; 

And, whereas, it is necessary and expedient to take immediate steps under Sections 5 and 7 of the Environment 
(Protection ) Act , 1986 (Act 29 of 1986 ) and the rules framed thereunder and in the light of the Hon ble Supreme Court 
orders dated the 10th May , 1996 to maintain ecologicalbalance in the State , to prevent environmental degradation and 
to avoid human health hazards; 

And , whereas , the Governmenthas decided that an Expert Committee be constituted to appraise and recommend 
themining projects ofmajorminerals upto 5 hectares or less and minorminerals irrespective of any area to Government 
in the Environment Department; 

Now , therefore, in pursuance of the Hon ble Supreme Court orders dated the 10th May, 1996 , the Governor of 
Haryana hereby constitutes a Designated Authority consisting of the following members to appraise and recommend 
mining projects ofmajor minerals having area of 5 hectares or less and minorminerals irrespective of any area , to the 
Goverument in the Environment Department :

And, whereas, in item 6.1.3 of NationalEnvironmental Engineering Research Institute Report,Hon ble Supreme 
Court directed that the implementation of the approved mining plans by the mine lease holders needs to be ensured by 
Designate Authority with specialization in environment; 

And , whereas, it is necessary and expedient to take immediate steps under Sections 5 and 7 of the Environment 
(Protection ) Act, 1986 (Act 29 of 1986 ) and the rules framed thereunder and in the lightof the Hon ble Supreme Court 
orders dated the 10th May, 1996 to maintain ecological balance in the State, to prevent environmental degradation and 
to avoid human health hazards; 
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And , whereas, the Governmentbas decided to constitute Monitoring Committees for all the districts of the State 
Except District Gurgaon , to monitor the compliance of the conditions while according environmental clearance by the 
Government and to report to the Government about violations, if any, and the action thereon ; 

Now , therefore, in pursuance of the Hon ble Supreme Court orders dated the 10th May , 1996 , the Governor of 
Haryana hereby constitutesMonitoring Committees consisting of the following members to monitor the compliance of 
the conditions stipulated while according environmental clearance by the Government and report to the Government 
about the violations, if any , and the action taken thereon :

However, non -officialmembers will be entitled to Travelling 
Allowance/ Dearness Allowance as per Grade - II Officer of Haryana Government from the office of Director, Environment, 
Haryana, Chandigarh . 

The tenure of these Committees shall be of three years or till the new Committees are constituted ,whichever is 
later .
